GROW 
PLENTY 
OF GLADS 


It takes from sixty to eighty days 
for a gladiolus bulb to blossom. The 
shortst time applies in the case of 
primulinus varieties, 
and hybrid* 
having part primulinus 
ancestry, 
the longest in the case of such plant 
flowered varieties as Betty Nuth&ll. 
I^ rp e bulbs blossom earlier than 
small ones and so are preferred for 
late plantinp. 
By keeplnp these 
points in mind it is possible to have 
gladiolus flowers about when you 
w ant them by plantinp the bulbs 
at varying dates. Plantinp can be 
continued until July I. with prim ul­ 
inus varieties preferred a t th at time. 
Most gladiolus fanciers favor late 
plantinp so th at flowers will come 
in Aupust and September. June ID 
is a pood time to plant for the fall 
shows, and late flowers usually find 
eather conditions more favorable 
to their development. 
The gladiolus is easiest of all 
sum m er flowers to prow. 
In hot 
summers they suffer from thrip in­ 
jury; and bulbs which have been 
carried over from the old parden 
should he treated to kill these in­ 
sects. 
The quickest treatm en t at 
this time is to dissolve an ounce of 
mercuric bichloride in a small q u an ­ 
tity of hot w ater and then add 
sufficient cold w ater to m ake seven 
gallons. Immerse the bulbs for sev­ 
enteen hours in this solution, then 
plant immediately. 
To protect gladiolus from thrips 
in the garden they should be sp ray ­ 
ed once a week. from the time they 
are 2 inches tall, with this solution: 
paris preen I ounce, brown sugar 
2 pounds, in three gallons of water. 
This makes the sweet syrup poi­ 
soned with arsenic which clinps to 
the foliape and destroys the insects 
th at feed upon it- 
I'se carefully, as 
it is poisonous to animals.

belief that they are really serving humanity. 
Better jobs for all people do not come from a rti­ 
ficial laws or from giving any group the right to con­ 
trol the lives of the individuals as to the right to 
work and develop their character. 


To our mind. the aim of education should 
argely be to develop the child or person to 
Ye educated so that he would know whom to 
lelieve. both as to honesty and as to sound­ 
less of judgment : w hether to believe his own 
,’udgment or that of another: to know when 
ie does not know. is the beginning of edu­ 
ction for any individual. This is necessary 
because no one can know’ very much and it 
s necessary for an individual to rely upon 
he judgment of others in the great ma- 
lority of things. 
As Pope said, “the greatest study of man- 
tind is man.” 
The man or woman who knows whom to 
relieve. whether to believe an individual or 
he majority, or the crowd, is on the road 
X) success. 
Of course the great majority of people 
kill never become very well educated. With 
Ills as a test, the educational aim should 
ye to develop, insofar as possible, the in- 
lividual’s ability to discern between the 
Dents of opinions and beliefs. 


Social Security
